And that non can attempt to alter or divert the faid Succeſſion , without in- 
yolving the ſubjeRts of this Kingdome in Perjuric and Rebellion , and without 
(Fexpoſing them to all the farall and dreadfull conſequences of a Civil warr , 
D OE therfore from a heartieand ſincere ſenſe of their duty , Recognize, 
acknowledge and declare, that the right to the Imperiall Crowne of this Realme, is by the inherentright 
and the. nature of the Monarchie, alſ{weill as by. the fundamentall and unalterable Lawes of this Realme, 
tranſmitted and devolved by a lineall Succeſſion, according to the proximitic ofblood. Andthar uponthe 
death of the King or Queen, who aQuallie Reignes , The ſubjects of this Kingdome are bound by Law, 
duety and alledgeance, to obey the next immediat and Lawfull Heir either Male or Female , Upon 
whom the right and adminiſtration of the Government is immediatly deyolyed. And that no diffe- 
rence in Religion, nor no Law nor A& of Parliament made, orto be made, can alter or diyert the right 
of Succeſſion and lineall deſcent of the Crowne to the neareſt and Lawfull Heires, according to the de- 
grees foirſaids; nor can ſtop or hinder them inthe full , frie and Actual adminiſtration of the Govyern- 
ment according to the Lawes of the Kingdome. Lykeas OUR SOVERAIGNE LORD, 
Wirh advyce and conſent of the ſaids Eſtates of Parliament, Do declare it is high Treaſon in any of 
the ſubjects of this Kingdome, by writing , ſpeaking , or any other manner of way to endeayouz the 
alteration, ſuſpenſion or diverſion of the ſaid right of Succeſſion, or the debarring the next Lawfull Suc- 
ceſlor from the immediat , Acuall, full and frie adminiſtration of the Government, conform tathe Lawes 


of the Kingdome , And that all ſuch attempts or .defignes ſhall inferr againſt them rhe paine of 
Treaſon. :

, ration , That the Convention of Eſtaites, holden at Edmburgh, in the Moneth 
S of July, 1678. upon the weighty conſiderations there in ſpecifyed , and particu- 
9 larly the great danger the Kingdom was under by ſeditious and rebellious Conven”

ae DN I NF ticles, and the neceſſitie which then appeared to encreaſe the forces, for ſecuring 
SSR @, the Government , and Suppreſling theſe Rebellious commotions , which were 
fomented by ſeditious principles , and practiſes DID THEREFOR E 

humbly, and dutifully offer a chearfull and unanimous ſupplie of Fighteen hundred chouſand pounds 
Scots, to be raiſed and payed forth of the Shyres and Burghs of this His Majeſtie's ancient Kingdom, 
in the ſpace of fyve years, according to the preſent valuations; And that as Twentie tyve Moneths ceſs 
in the whole, being fyve Moneths yearly , amounting to three hundred and fixty thouſand pounds 
Scots each year, at twoterms in the year be equall portions , at the terms mentioned in the ſaid AQ, 
being two Moneths , and an. halfe Moneths ceſs for every term; according to the proportions impoſed 
on each reſpetive Shyre, and Burgh by the ſaid At of Convention. A N D the Eſtaites of Parliament 
now conycened, having taken to conſideration , how the dangers from the foreſaids cauſes doe much 
encreaſe, in fo far as ſuch as are ſeditiouſly , and rebelliouſly inclyned , doe ſtill propagar their perni- 
 6ious principles, and goe on from one degree of rebellion to another ; till now ar laſt the horrid villa- 
nies of murther, aſſaſſination, and ayoued rebellion are owned: , not only as things Lawfull, but as 
Obligations from their Religion. to the diſhonour of God , the ſcandal of Religion , the danger of his 
Majeſtie's Sacred Perſon, the overthrowing of all Government Eccleſiaſtical and Civill., and the 'Im- 
minent and apparent ruine of the Subjects lyves and forruns. DOE THEREFORE, Inadue 
ſenſe of their duety to God , To their Sacred Soveraigne, and to the preſeryation of themſelves and 
their poſteritie , Of new make ane humble, unanimous , chearfull and hearty offer , for themſelves, 
and in name of, and as repreſenting this His Majeſtie's ancient Kingdom, of a continuation of the for- 
ſaid ſupply granted: by the Convention of Eſtaites ; and that for the ſpace of fyve years, or 'Ten tems 
ſucceſſive : Beginning the firſt term's payment”, at the term of Wartinmes 1683. being thenextim- 
mediat term, after the expyring of the laſt rerm of the ſupply granted by the faid A of Convention, 
being two Moneths, and an halfe Moneth's ceſs, for cach term of the faids Ten terms , and ſo forth 
to continue in manner forſaid, yearly , andtermly., during the faids tyve years ; - HUM BL Y be. 
ſceching his Majeſtic, graciouſly to accept this their unanimous offer, and tender foreſad. W HICH 
ſupply is to be uplifted, levied and colle&ed in the ſame way, and manner, as is preſcribed, andap. 
Pointed by the ſaid A& of Conyention, with the alterations and additions following, vis. That the 
Commander of the forces ſhall giye, and allow ſuch parties, and no more, to the Receiver Generall 
for quartering on deficients, as he ſhall require. from tyme to. tyme, for inbringing of the ſaid ſupply 3 
As alſo that the ſaid Receiver Generall ſhall ſend parties to each Shyre, in ſuch number , and no grea- 
ter, and ar ſuch tymes, .as the Commiſſioners of Exciſe and cefs, or any two or more of them , or 
their ColleRor within the refpeQive Shyres, ſhall require, to be imployed: for inbringing the ſupplie 3 ; 
and that all parties ſent to quarter in any Shyre upon the accompt foreſaid , ſhall be direed in their 
quartering, by the Commiſſioners of Exciſe and ceſs, within cach Shyre, according.,. and in the man. 
ner preſcribed by the forefaid Act of Convention. IT 1S ALWAIES HEREBY DECLARED, 
That although the Commiſſioners, or their Collectors ſhould not require any partie of Souldiers : Yet 
it ſhall be Lawfull to. the Receiver Generall after the elapſing of the terms of payment , to ſend parties 
to. quarter upon the deficients, according to their proportions, vzz. four Troupers, or Dragoons, or

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Sex foot , for each Thouſand pounds Scots, of deficiencie, and fo forth proportionally : Which par- 
ties ſhall be ordered to quarter upon any deficients within the Shyre ; as the Commiſſioners or any 
two of them, or their ColleRor ſhall dire, Which order and merhod is to be obſerved in quartering 
for the Exciſe ; And the Receiver Generall or Tackeſmen of rhe ſame , are only to imploy the num- 
ber of forces foreſaid in quartering therefore, as for the ſupplic. 'AND Itis STATUT, and 
ORDAINED, that incaſe the ColleQor of any Shyre , ſhall receive, in any ofthe ſaid ſupply, 
and retain the ſame in his hands, not paying it in to the Generall Receiver , That he ſhall be lyable 

to pay Ten pounds, for each one hundred pounds received by him, which he ſhall not pay to the ſaid 
Receiver, within a Moneth after his receipt thereof, Bur prejudice alwayes to the ſaid Receiyer , to 
uſe quartering and other diligence , againſt the faid Collectors , or others lyable in manner forefaid, 
AND HIS MAJESTIE In his Royall goodnes, and care to his People, taking to his Prin- 
cely conſideration , 'the many troubles, and inconveniences ; which ariſe from the tranſient , or free 
quartefing of Souldiers, and from the localities for furniſhing , and carrying Corn , Straw , or Grafs, 
to the Souldiers Horſes, DOE T H with conſent of the Eſtaites of Parliament diſcharge and pro- 
hibit , all free quartering of rhe Souldiers , either tranſient, or local , and all localities for furniſhing 
and carrying Corn, Straw, Hay , or Graſs, to Souldiers Horfes, and that from, and after the firſt day 
of Noyember next in this inſtant year, 1681. the quartering , and localitie alwaies berwixt and the 
- faid firſt day of November being payed or allowed , conform{to the ſaid At of Conyention : And in- 
caſe any Officers or Souldiers ſhall exact any free quarters , or any ſuch localitie thereafter , the dam. 
nage being inſtructed before two Commiſſioners for the ſupplie, or Exciſe , upon produQtion of a cer- 
tificat thereof under their hands , the Officer being required be way of Inſtrument to pive redreſs to 
the partie and not doing the ſame , ſhall loſe a-Moneths pay to be'payed to the partie injured by the 
Collector of the Ceſs or Exciſe in the Shyre, by and attour the{faid damnage , which ſhall be allowed to 
him by the. Generall Receiver : And this puniſhment to be extended to any quartering for deficiencie 
which ſhall be uſed, or exaRted otherwaies then is preſcribed. in manner foreſaid. A N D Iris hereby 


DECLARED, that no diſcharges granted by Tennents to Souldiers, for proviſions, either of 


Men or Horſes, ſhall exoner the Officers or Souldiers, unleſs theſe diſcharges be under the hand of the 
Maiſter, or his Chamberlain. IT 1S AL WAIES hereby ſpecially PROVIDED and 
ORDAINED, that the Sherriff principall or his Deput in the reſpective Shyres , with any two 

or three of the Commiſſioners of ſupplie or Exciſe , ſhall ſett prices on Corn for the uſe of the Troup- 
| ers, conform to the fiars of the year , and prices upon Straw , Hay , and Grafs , according to the 
current rates of the Countrie, and take care that the ſame be ſold at theſe rates, upon preſent payment 
of money to be made by the Souldiers to the owners of the ſaids proviſions: And in-caſe it ſhall hap- 
pen that any Horſes ſhall be imployed, and made uſe of , by Officers , -or Souldiers, in Towns , or 


in the Countrie , for carrying Artilliarie , Ammunition , or Provifion , or any other uſe of the Army, 


Itis hereby Ordained , that there ſhall be payed for each day that they travell Three ſhilling Scots , for 
each two myles to the Man and Horſe , and each day that they doe not travell, fix ſhillings Scots to 


the Man , and as much for the Horſe : the Man being oblidged to provide himſelfe and the Horſe, 


which ſhall be payed by the Magiſtrars of the Burgh , if the Horſes be taken within a Town , or if 
' in the Countrie, by the ColleQor of the ſupplie in the Shyre , who are to be repayed thereof , or to 
haye.the ſame allowed to them by the Receiver General AND HIS MAJESTIE and 
Eſtaites of Parliament ORD AINS the Commiſſioners named by the AQ of Convention to be 
Commiſſioners for ingathering of this ſupply, And appoints the Sherrifts of the reſpective Shyres , to

AND 
IT IS HEREBY DECLARED, that no perfon lyable in payment of this ſupply ſhall 
be holden to produce rheir diſcharges or receipts of the ſame after the Tenth day of June, one thouſand 
ſix hundreth nintey. and one year. And his Majeſtie with advice and conſent foreſaid STATUTS 
and ORDAINS, thatforthe teleife of the Heretours and others lyable in this ſupply , their Va. 
fals, and Fewars, who pay no part of the Ceſs, and alſo their Tennents , Sub-rennents , and others 
living upon their Lands ſhall be taxed and pay into the faids Hetetours yearly , each one of the faids 
Five years., the ſums of money following , viz. Each Gentleman aboye the quality of a Tennent, 
the ſum. to be appoytited by the Heretour , not exceeding fix pounds Scots, for himſelfe, his Wife, 
and Children; Each Tenent and other Inhabitant, aboye the qualitie of a Tradſman , Cottar, or Seryant for 
themſelyes and their Wyves and Children, any ſum not exceeding four pounds Scots : And each Trad(- 
man, Cortat or Seryant any ſum not exceeding Twenty ſhillings Scots.

C perſons who are Tennents, as well in Burgh, as Land, or Seryants , being dilated 
upon the Oath of Calumny of the Informer, ſhall be found guilty , or holden as 
confeſt , before atty competent Judicatory for field-conventicles ; or tor reſetting Preachers who are, or 
ſhall be , Intercommuned, or declared fugitives; upon a proceſs intended againſt the ſaids Tenents and 
Servants, within three Moneths after committing of rhe faids crimes ; That their names , with their 
ſentence, be intimar by the Judge who pronounced the ſame, under form of Inſtrument , to the Ma- 
ſter, if the delinquent be a Servant, or to the Heretour, and Land- Lord, in whoſe Land, and Houſes, 
he lives, if he be a Tennent}, or Cottar : Which Maſter , or Heretour , ſhall be oblidged within a 
Moneth after the faid intimation , either to pay the delinquent's fine , there being ſiifficient goods to 
ſatisfie the ſame, by and attour a year's rent to the Maſter , or if he have nor ſufficient goods, to put 
him and his Family out of his Land or Houſe, if he be a Tennent, or Cottar ; and if a Servant, 
out of his Service, or preſent him to Juſtice ; Providing alwaies that the libel whereupon tlie foreſaid 
ſentence proceeded, be ſpecial as to a certain place, where the field-conyenticle was keep'd, orthere 
about, and alſo be ſpecial as to the time, v/z. a certain day of ſuch a week , or one or other of the 
dayes of that week. AND HIS MAJES TIE, with advice, and conſent of His Eſtates .of 
Parliament, DECLARES, Thar inthis caſe, it ſhall be Lawful to Heretours , to pur their 
Tenentsout of their Lands, or out of their Houſes poſſeſt by thern , ar ary time of the year , and that 
without any warning, or proceſs of Removirig , and that notwithſtanding of any tacks ſer to the Ten- 
nents for years, or terms to run, which, in this caſe, ate hereby declared to be void and null: And 
the Maſters and Heretours are hereby authotized , and allowed , to retain as much of the goods and 
geir belonging to the ſaids Tennents, Cottars, and Servants, as miy fatisfy , and pay, the laſt year's 
rent due by the Tennents, and relieve them of the ſaids fines AND HIS MAJESTIE with

Writting is now ſo ordinary, HIS MAJESTIE with conſent foreſaid DOETH ENACT 
and DECLARE, that no Witneſſes but ſubſcribing Witneſſes ſhall be probative in inſtruments of 
Seiſing, Inſtruments of Reſignation ad remanentiam , inſtruments of intimation of afſignations, tranſ- 
lations , or retro-ceſſions to bands, contracts , or other writs , which ſhall happen to be ſubſcribed in 
any time hereafter: AND THA T none but ſubſcribing Witneſſcs ſhall be probative in Execu- 
tions of Meſſengers, of Inhibicions, of Interdictions, Hornings, or ar:eſtments; And that no Exe- 
cution whatſoever to be given hereafter, ſhall be ſufficient to inferr interruption of preſcription in Real 
rights, unleſs the ſame be done, before Witneſſes preſent at the doing thereof ſubſcribing :* And that

Sb ee ned) Uh on , the Proteſtant Religion is carefully aſſerted , eſtabliſhed and ſecured, 
A NA Ss D 2 ; againſt Popery and Phanticiſm : Yet the reſtleſs Adyerſaries of our Religion, | 
NFARSEA doe not ceaſe to propogat their errours, and to ſeduce His Majeſtie's Subjects, 
from their duty to God, and Loyalty to his Vice-gerent, and to overturn the 
eſtabliſhed Religion , by introducing their Superſtitions, and deluſions, into this Church, and King- 
dom. And knowing, thatnothing can more encreaſe the numbers and confidence of Papiſts, and Schiſ- 
matical diſſenters from the Eſtabliſhed, Church, then the ſupine negle& or putting in Execution the 
good Laws provided againſt them , together with their hopes to inſinuatthemſelves, into Offices, and 
places of truſt, and publick Imployment. THEREFORE, His Majeſty, from His Princely and 
pious zeal, ro maintain and preſerye tae true Proteſtant Retwgion, contained in the Confeſſion of Faith, 
recorded in the firſt Parliament of Kiag James the Sixth, which is founded -on, and agreeable ro the © 
written word of GOD; DOE TH, with adviſe and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament , Re- 
quire and Command, all his Officers, Judges, and Magiſtrats, to put the. Laws made againſt Popery, 
and Papiſts , Prieſts , Jeſuits , and all perſons of any ,ocher Order in the Popiſh Church , eſpecially | 
acainſt ſayers and hearers of Maſs ; Venders and diſperſers of forbidden Books ; And Reſſetters of | 
Popiſh Prieſts, and excommunicat Papiſts : As alſo againſt all \Phanatick Separatiſts from this Na- 
tional Church ; Againſt Preachers at Houſe, or Field-Conyenticles, and the Reſſerters, and harbourers 
of Preachers, who are Intercommuned ; Againſt diſorderly Baptiſms , and Marriages, and irregular 
Ordinations, and all other Schiſmaticall diſorders, To full and vigorous execution, according to the 
Tenour of the Reſpe&ive Acts of Parliament thereanent provided. And that His Majeſtie's Princely - 
care to have theſe Lays put in Execution, againſt thoſe Enemies of the Proteſtant Religion, may the 
more clearly appear: HE DOETH, with advice and conſent forefaid, STAT U T and 
ORDAIN, That the Miniſters of each Paroch, give up in October Yearly , to their reſpeQive 
Ordinaries, true and exact liſts of all Papiſts, and Schiſmatical-withdrawers from the publick Worſhip, 
in their reſpetive Paroches; which Liſts are to be ſubſcribed by them, and that the Biſhops give in a 
double of the ſaids Liſts Subſcribed by them, to the reſpeCtive Sheriffs , Stewards , Bailies of Royalty, 
and Regalitie, and Magiſtrats of Burghs , To the effe& the ſaid Judges may proceed againſt them ac- 
cording to Law : As alfo, the Sheriffs , and other Magiſtrars foreſaids, are hereby ordained to give 
an account to His Majeſtie's Privy Council in December yearly , of their proceedings againſt thoſe 
Papiſts, and Phanarical Separatiſts, as they will be anſwerable ar their higheſt peril. And that the di- 
ligences done by the Sherifis , Bailies of Regalities, and other Magpiſtrats foreſaids, may be the better 
enquired into by the Council, the Biſhops of the reſpective Dioceſſes, are to ſend exact doubles of the 
liſts of the Papiſts, and Phanaticks , to the Clerks of Privy Council , whereby the diligences of the 
Sherifts, and other Judges forcfaids, may be controlled and examined.

FARTHER encouragement of ManufaRuries, all Oyl, dying Stufts, forraign Wool, Lint, and Flax, 
Por-aſhes, or any other Materials whatſoever uſeful for ManufaRuries, that ſhall be imported, are 
hereby declared to be free of Cuſtom and Exciſe, and all other publick Dues in all time coming ; and 
thatall Cloaths, Stuffs, Stockings, or any other Commodities to be made, and exporred by them, ſhall 
be free of all Cuſtom and Exciſe, for the ſpace of ninteen years after the date hereof. And ir is far- 
| ther declared, -that any ſtock imployed , or to be imployed, for erefting and entertaining any Manu- 

facturies, ' the ſame ſhall be free of all private and publick Taxes whatſoever, and all quartering and 
Tevying of Souldiers'; 'and all the Servants of the ſaids Manufacuries ſhall be free of watching, war- 
ding, Militia, or Levies during their a&tual ſervice therein, for the ſpace of ſeven years after the date 
hereof. WITH POWER tothe Maſters, EreQors, or entertainers of Manufacturies, to meet for 
making of Ordinances for the right ordering of their Servants, ſufficiency of their Stuffs, Cloaths, and 
© others, and appointing Viſitors of their Works. AND HIS MAJESTY, with conſent fore- 
aid, RATIFIES and APPROVES the 43. AZ of the 1. Seſ5ion of His Majeſties 1. Parliament, 
and the 46. AZ of the ſame Se/3on of Parliament, Diſchargeing the exporting of Linnen yarne, Wor. 
Need, Woolen yarne, raw or unwaked Cloaths ( except Plaiding, Fingram, and Galloway white ) un- 
der the pain of Confiſcation thereof ; And the AR of Parliament ordaining , that Linnen of the price 
of Ten ſhillings Scots the eln, or avoye, be not under the breadth of an eln and two inches, & that the 
ſame be taken up by the Selvedge and not by the Ridge, and fo preſented to the Mercat, and that 
the ſame be bleatched without Lime, under the penalty of Confiſcation of the Linnen otherways taken 
up, and bleatched , and impriſonment, and Fyning of the perſons tranſpgreſſors, not exceeding the ya- 
lue of the Linnen.
